THE DADRA AND NAGAR HAVELI (CIVIL COURTS AND 
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS) AMENDMENT 
REGULATION, 2010 

No. 3 of 2010 

Promulgated by the President in the Sixty-first Year of the Republic of India. 

A Regulation further to amend the Dadra and Nagar Haveli (Civil Courts 
and Miscellaneous Provisions) Regulation, 1963. 

In exercise ofthe powers conferred by clause (1) of article 240 of the Constitution, the 
President is pleased to promulgate the following Regulation made by her:— 

1. (/) This Regulation may be called the Dadra and Nagar Haveli (Civil Courts and short title and 
Miscellaneous Provisions) Amendment Regulation, 2010. commencement 

(2) It shal 1 come into force at once.

In the Dadra and Nagar Haveli (Civil Courts and Miscellaneous Provisions) 
of section 2. Regulation, 1963 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Regulation), in section 2,

(B) for clause (ft), the following clauses shall be substituted, namely: 
"(ft) a court of the Civil Judge (Senior Division); and 
(c) a court of the Civil Judge (Junior Division).”;

(ii) in sub-section (2),— 


(a) for the words "Civil Judge", the words "Civil Judges" shall be 
substituted; 


(ft) for the words "the Central Government”, the words "the Administrator 
of the Union territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli” shall be substituted. 


3. In section 5 of the principal Regulation,— 

(0 for sub-section (2), the following sub-section shall be substituted, namely:— 

"(2) (a) The jurisdiction of the court of the District Judge and the court of 
the Civil Judge (Senior Division) shall extend to all original suits and proceedings 


of a civil nature. 


(ft) The jurisdiction of the court of the Civil Judge (Junior Division) shall 
extend to all original suits and proceedings of a civil nature wherein the subject 
matter does not exceed the value of one lakh rupees. 1 ’; 


(ii) in sub-section (3), for the words "Civil Judge” at both the places where they 
occur, the words "Civil Judges" shall be substituted; 


(in) after sub-section (J), the following sub-sections shall be inserted, namely:— 


«( 4 ) No court other than the court of the Civil Judge (Senior Division) 
shall receive or register any suit in which the Central Government or the 
Administrator of the Union territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli or any officer of 
the Government in his official capacity is a party: 

Provided that the Administrator of the Union territory of Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli may, by general or special order notified in the Official Gazette, direct that 
the provisions of this sub-section shall not apply to any suit or class or category 
of suit of the nature referred to in that order. 


(5) Nothing contained in sub-section ( 4 ) shall apply to a suit against the 
administration of a Government Railway.". 


4. In section 6 of the principal Regulation, in sub-section (2), in clause (a), for the 
words "fifty thousand rupees", the words "one lakh rupees” shall be substituted.
